REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach a detector comprising nanostructured projections having tips, wherein the detector also 
comprises the following combination of features: means for moving a liquid across tips of 
nanostructured projections, means for moving the Uquid toward a surface, and a reagent pixel on 
a surface between a plurality of projections. Extrand (US 6,91 1,276) teach a fiiel cell comprising 
a plurality of projections and electrode means for moving a liquid across nanostructured 
projections but fail to provide a reagent pixel between a plurality of projections or means for 
moving the Uquid toward the surface to contact a reagent pixel. Choi (US 2005/01 18494) teach 
a plurality of nanostructured projections with a reagent pixel (glucose oxidase and laccase) 
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disposed between the projections, but fail to teach a means for moving a Uquid across the tips of 
the projections.
